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Army Chief Urges Balanced Nuclear-Conventional Forces 


General George H. Decker, Army CofS, 
delivered an important address to the 
1961 meeting of the Association of the 
U. S. Army in Washington, D. C. He 
used this platform to describe the 
Army’s fundamental doctrine, to report 
on plans for major reorganization ac- 
tions, and to describe Army require- 
ments for the future, 

Here are highlights from General 
Decker’s address to the AUSA: 

The Army believes our defense should 
be based on a balance of nuclear and 
conventional weapons and a balance of 
land, sea, and air forces. We have at all 
times stressed that the military threat 
is across the board; that to build a 
nuclear deterrent and neglect conven- 





tional arms is to invite aggression by | 


conventional forces. 
to overbuild conventional forces 


In a like manner, | 
at the | 


expense of an adequate nuclear deter- 


rent is to invite nuclear blackmail. 

The Army is always aware that even 
with our country’s enormous resources, 
there are limits to the money that can 
be spent on its Armed Forces. These 
limitations make it even more essential 
that nuclear and conventional forces be 
kept in balance; that we avoid, insofar 
as possible, the waste that is inherent 
in the process of making wide shifts of 
emphasis from one type of force to the 
other. 


Concrete Evidence 


The nuclear age notwithstanding, the 
presence of the American soldier in 
threatened areas remains the most vis- 
ible and concrete evidence of our de- 
termination to stand shoulder-to-shoul- 
der with our Allies in the defense of 


the Free World. The citizens of West | 


Berlin, who on last August 20th wel- 
comed with such enthusiasm the arrival 


of an additional U. S. Army battle group, | 


were acknowledging the most 
pledge that could be given of the firm 
U. S. intention to defend the city. The 
moral impact of this reinforcement was 
far more important than its material 
addition to the Berlin garrison. 

Since the beginning of the cold war, 
the deployment of American military 
forces has been recognized by friend 
and foe alike as evidence of our intent 
to assist our friends and Allies in their 
efforts to remain free. 

Only a few years after the end of 


World War II General Van Fleet and 
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elements of the U. S. Army helped the 
people of Greece to turn the tide against 
the Communist conspiracy to take over 
their country. 

Shortly thereafter President Truman’s 
decision to send forces into Korea as- 
sured the Free World that the resources 
of America were unmistakably commit- 
ted to the defense of liberty wherever 
it was threatened. 

Likewise the landing of Marine and 
Army forces in Lebanon was indicative of 
our determination to keep that country 





from falling within the Communist orbit. 

Today, on the other side of the world 
from Berlin, we are cooperating with 
allies by training Vietnamese troops to 
defend their vital interests. 

The decision to deploy the American 
soldier abroad is not taken lightly, nor is 
it regarded lightly by either our friends, 
who welcome his presence, or by our 
foes, who find him the greatest obstacle 
to their plans. 

The obstacle to our enemies that the 
deployment of our battle-ready soldiers

From preceding page— 
significant in view of the reluctance of 
the Communist leaders to stake their 
past achievements, and their anticipated 
future successes, on a nuclear clash with 
all its incalculable consequences. The 
limits within which a conventional bat- 
tle—once launched—can be confined are 
not known; an attack on the American 
soldier must always hold a high potential 
for developing into a nuclear holocaust 
one well calculated to be in conflict 
with Communist designs. The forward 
deployment of the American soldier thus 
becomes an evident part of our over-all 
nuclear deterrent—a factor that I be- 
lieve is fully appreciated by the Com- 
munists. 

The second point that I wish to discuss 
is the Administration’s program to in- 
crease the Army’s manpower and to 
modernize its conventional arms and 
equipment. The actions to implement 
this program are being taken as rapidly 
as sound planning will permit; I shall 
dwell on a few of these actions briefly. 


Manpower Policies 

The personnel policies that are being 
followed in the build-up of Army man- 
power have been announced. The ob- 
jectives of this build-up are: first, to 
improve the combat readiness and per- 
mit the early reinforcement of our forces 
in Europe, should this be necessary; sec- 
ond, and equally important, to improve 
the posture of the Army on a long term 
basis. 

Understandably, the first steps taken 
have been pointed toward strengthening 
combat, and combat support potential in 
Europe. 

You have heard General Colglazier 
describe the modern mechanized and 
armored formations that predominate in 
the armies of the USSR. The terrain and 
communications net of Western Europe 
are particularly suited for the deploy- 
ment of these formations. We must im- 
prove our capability to meet these forces 
on equal terms. 

You are all aware of the Army’s plans 
to reorganize its divisions along what is 
called ROAD ’65 concept. One of the 
objectives of the reorganization plan is 
to increase the protected mobility of our 
infantry divisions in Europe. Without 
completely reorganizing at this time, we 
are moving in that direction by provid- 
ing 1,000 additional men to each of the 
three infantry divisions of Seventh Army. 
This reinforcement will permit Seventh 
Army to man and maintain an additional 
number of armored personnel carriers 
which they will be provided promptly 
to improve their mechanized strength. 
The shipment of personnel and armored 
personnel carriers to equip these units 
is underway. The date for the complete 
reorganization of Seventh Army divisions 
on the ROAD plan will be determined 
later as influenced by the trend of events 
in Europe. 


Double STRAC 

Relieving our three STRAF divisions 
of their basic training mission will per- 
mit us to double the number of combat 
ready divisions in the strategic Army 
reserve in the United States. Some 
50,000 personnel spaces have been added 
to STRIAF to accomplish this expansion. 
This is a significant improvement, as I 
know you are aware. A most essential 
element of our deployment on global 
frontiers is a strong and mobile strategic 
reserve maintained in the United States. 
The present three-division STRAC force 
is highly trained, and is highly effective,

HE Army plans by 1970 “to have de- 

veloped the equipment necessary to 
regain the ability to execute highly mo- 
bile operations.” 


In reporting this objective to the AUSA | 


meeting, Lt. Gen. Barksdale Hamlett, 
Deputy CofS for Military Operations, 
said: 

“This would be done by a combination 


of means that would break down the en- | 
emy’s air defenses, enable us to put air | 


power over the enemy’s area and then 
execute quick movements by a combina- 





tion of air and ground vehicles.” 

General Hamlett said the Army of 1970 
would be “one with greatly increased 
operational capabilities that can operate 
in any area of the world against any foe, 
regardless of whether he is one with 
highly sophisticated materiel or the guer- 
rilla with the most primitive of weapons.” 

In discussing the “Army of Tomorrow,” 
General Hamlett declared that Army 
forces “could do much to help the devel- 
oping nations to help themselves.”

Progress And Problems On The “Global Frontiers” 


The “Global Frontiers of the Army” are being strengthened with 
vigor, however belatedly, but much more needs to be done quickly to 
counter the ruthless Communist determination to rule the world. This 
is the authoriatative assessment presented and reiterated by a disting- 
uished group of U.S. and Allied civilian and military leaders who par- 
ticipated in the record-breaking 1961 convention of the Association of 
the U.S. Army. 

The extensive coverage of the power-packed AUSA sessions in THE 
JOURNAL last week and in this issue points up a hopeful story of major 
progress that is being made in strengthening combat readiness around 
the world. Speaker after speaker, including General George H. Decker, 
Chief of Staff, and General Bruce C. Clarke, U.S. Army Europe CinC, 
told of gains that are being made to improve the strength, mobility and 
firepower of the Army. Many of the actions now being taken—for 
example the plan for a million-man Army, and improvements in Re- 
serve Forces readiness—-long have been advocated by the Association. 

The hundreds of convention participants from the Services, Govern- 
ment, and Industry, as well as the newsmen who covered the proceed- 
ings, learned also that much more needs to be done to counter the 
mounting belligerency of the Soviet Union and Red China. Moderniza- 
tion must be accelerated further, particularly in view of the plan for re- 
organization of combat divisions. Mobility requirements dictate more 
armor vehicles and an increase in organic Army aircraft. Resumption 
by the Soviet Union of atmospheric nuclear tests puts new stress on the 
need for a defense against ballistic missiles. 

The Army Association makes a strong point in proposing (see next 
page) that manpower be increased to at least 1,300,000. It’s noteworthy 
that General Clarke described the need to fill holes in the Seventh Army, 
and that Maj. Gen. Sam C. Russell, CofS, told how the Eighth Army is 
forced to operate with a “bare minimum” of soldiers. 

The highlight of the busy week’s activities was the forthright ad- 
dress delivered by Secretary of State Dean Rusk at the George Catlett 
Marshall Memorial Dinner. Significantly, while the Association devoted 
its major efforts to actions which would strengthen the military power 
of the U.S. and our Allies, AUSA gave its top honor during the Me- 
morial Dinner to the President’s Disarmament Advisor, John J. McCloy. 
Secretary Rusk stated the issue succinctly when he told the world, and 
particularly Premier Khrushchev: Don’t mistake the West’s desire for 
peace as a willingness to yield to Communist demands in Berlin. 

That’s what the AUSA and its sister organizations, such as the 
Navy League and Air Force Association, whose annual convention will 
be held later this month in Philadelphia, have worked so hard to say. 
The United States wants peace and reduced armament, but it needs ade- 
quate military strength to prevent blackmail and war. The AUSA said: 
“To thwart and turn back the communist tide, and to defeat it ulti- 
mately, the United States must be prepared to meet the enemy when- 
ever and wherever necessary. 


The B-70 And ‘Project Horizon” Report 


President Kennedy has made public the long-waited “Project Horizon” 
Report. It was prepared by the task force he appointed last March to advise 
on aviation goals. The White House has been told that the Federal Govern- 
ment should support the development of a transport that could carry up 
to 175 passengers at speeds of 2000 miles an hour. Aside from the econo- 
mic and social justification of such an aircraft, the task force said that 
“international prestige considerations argue heavily in going forward 
with the development of such an aircraft on a timely basis. 

“Finally,” the “Project Horizons” document states, “a fleet of super- 
sonic transports would represent a significant military asset.” 


The prototype for a Mach 3 transport is the Air Force B-70 bomber. 


Its R&D history has been one of wavering support from Washington, 
We hope that the new appeal for a supersonic transport will result with 
a prompt determination at the White House to provide increased support 
for the full B-70 weapon system. Such action will speed the day when 





the U.S. is able to send supersonic civilian aircraft into the skies. 





Navy Selections 

@ I read with interest your article 
(THE JouRNAL 2 September) “Navy 
names 320 for Captain” and the accom- 
panying table listing the designators and 
the appropriate zones and the number 
of Commanders selected from each. 
What the table does not show and what 
the Navy Register of Commissioned Of- 
ficers does show (January 1961) is the 
following: In the In-Zone approximately 
the first two-thirds of the zone were 
non-academy source officers of which 
an average of approximately one out of 
every five were selected while in the 
last one-third of the In-Zone compris- 
ing the Naval Academy class of 1943, 
better than an average of two out of 
every four were selected. 


This is a serious morale blow to those 
officers not having the benefit of an 
Academy background and appears to 
be visible evidence of the “Handwriting 
on the Wall.” The selection of only 
four officers from below the zone is tan- 
gible evidence of the preponderance of 
well qualified eligibles within the zone. 

Please withhold my name inasmuch 
as my selection opportunity for next 
August is only approximately 2.8% based 
on this year’s selection without the ad- 
dition of any other handicaps.

RIF Pay Review 

® Your issue of 2 September 1961, 
subject “House Boosts RIF-Pay for Re- 
servists: Lt, Col. With 16 Years Would 
Get $16,320,” struck a very sour note 
with me, as it no doubt did with many 
other Reserve Officers who were in- 
voluntarily released from active duty 
prior to the enactment of Public Law 
676, July 9, 1956, and received absolute- 
ly nothing in “rehabilitation” pay. 

Many of these officers volunteered 
for extended active duty back in 1941- 
42 when they were already over 35 
years of age, but later were given the 
“boot” because they could not complete 
20 years active duty before reaching 
age 55, and without benefit of “rehabili- 
tation” pay. That was what happened 
to me. 

They not only paid for their own re- 
habilitation, but in many instances 
buried their pride and served out the 
remainder of 20 years of active duty 
as enlisted men in order to protect 
their retirement benefits. 

It would have been nice to have re- 
ceived $16,320, or even the $5,440 as 
provided for under present law. It 
would certainly seem that all Reserve 
Officers who were involuntarily re- 
leased from active duty should receive 
the same consideration in this matter 
of “rehabilitation” pay.

Congress Record “Dull” 

@ In your story of 9 September, head- 
lined “Capitol Military Record Shines— 
With Two Glaring Exceptions” you con- 
clude by stating “men and women in 
uniform * * received renewed evi- 
dence that tneir interests are being ac- 
corded careful consideration by the Leg- 
islature.” Let’s have a little less con- 
sideration and a little more action! 

I could not disagree more with the 
tone of your article that this session 
of Congress has accomplished much in 
the field of military legislation. Every 
important issue has again been post- 
poned. As a matter of fact, one is struck 
by the distinction between what is set 
forth in the article and the conclusions 
you draw therefrom. 

I cannot agree that the restoration 
of General Eisenhower’s rank, Medal 
of Honor pensions, minority service 
credit and the Armed Forces Museum, 
however praiseworthy, fall in the classi- 
fication of major legislation. 

Your story lists item after item on 
which no action or incomplete action 
has been taken, The significant thing is 
that most of the matters are those which 
have had consideration or attention for 
a number of years. Retired pay compu- 
tation has been thoroughly considered. 
Changes to the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice are long overdue for con 
sideration. Dental care for dependents 
is a matter repeatedly urged which will 
affect every serviceman. The per diem 
allowances have already been debated 
and passed for civilian employees and 
further consideration should be perfunce- 
tory. The consideration of Bolté-Com- 
mittee matters could have been started 
early this session. Since the Survivors 
Benefit Act was first passed there has 
been consideration of automatic cover- 
age after 30 years’ service. All agree 
that it is time to overhaul USCOA. 

Let’s face the fact that the legislation 
of this session has been pretty inconse- 
quential. There have been some fine 
little acts to aid very small groups or 
remove minor inequities, but measures 
of importance to the whole service com- 
munity have either not received the 
views of Defense or never seen the light 
of day in committee. 

Anyone in the Pentagon knows that 
the services are required to comment 
on every nit-wit bill submitted to Con- 
gress with full consideration between 
the services. The staff is swamped by 
short suspense dates for review of legis- 
lation on every conceivable subject bear- 
ing little relation to the military serv- 
ice. Cannot someone get a suspense date 
for the Department of Defense legisla- 
tive matters, particularly in the person- 
nel field in order that Congress may 
consider some of these matters. 

The Capitol military record may ap 
pear shining to THE JOURNAL but to me 
it looks pretty dull.

The call for a further boost in Army 
strength—the Association last year had 
urged a million-man force—highlighted 
a series of diversified resolutions 
adopted at the AUSA’s 1961 convention 
in Washington, D. C. 

The Association said the Army should 
rescind the 30 June 1962 deadline for 
removal of the third stripe by E-7 
soldiers to permit them to wear the 
traditional six-stripe insignia. 

Here are other resolutions adopted by 
the AUSA: 

MODERNIZATION — The Association 
said “it is the solemn responsibility of

HE Association . . . holds that 

events of the past year have 
fully justified the belief it has long 
held that the free and unaligned 
nations of the earth are engaged 
in a total struggle with the totali- 
tarian forces of the Sino-Soviet 
world. 

The Association . . . recognizes 
that this struggle against the free 
world, begun more that four dec- 
ades ago, has as its goal the domi- 
nation of the entire globe. 

The Association . . . holds that 
now is the time when the great 
power of the United States must 
be turned fearlessly against these 
communist conspiratorial forces. 
Not only must our military power 
be brought to bear, but also it 
must support all agencies of our 
society to counter communist ag- 
gression in the economic, psycho- 
political, propaganda, geopolitical 
and other arenas of the world-wide 
protracted conflict now being 
waged. 

Our pledge to Berlin is an un- 
doubted commitment upon which 
the continued existence of a strong 
NATO depends and upon which, 
in turn, the continued existence of 
our other security arrangements 
such as SEATO, CENTO and OAS 
throughout the free world may in 
large measure depend. 

In recent weeks certain actions 
have been taken to provide us 
with the military power we must 
have. But more needs to be done. 
To thwart and turn back the com- 
munist tide, and to defeat it ulti- 
mately, the United States must be 
prepared to meet the enemy when- 
ever and wherever necessary. As 
a nation we have great nuclear 
capabilities; we have an increas- 
ing non-nuclear capability; and 
our capacity to face up to the 
enemy unflaggingly is beyond 
measuring. 

The resolutions that follow are 
framed to meet the long range 
military requirements of our na- 
tion and to fulfill the moral obli- 
gation the Nation itself has to the 
men and women in uniform and to 
all its peoples—From the Pre- 
amble to the 1961 Resolutions.

The AUSA asserted 
that modernization of the U. S. Army

Here is the text of Mr. Bundy’s reply 
to Senator Jackson) 


HAVE thought hard about your let- 

ter of July 13th, which asks for offi- 
cial memoranda that would be the cur- 
rent equivalent of memoranda submitted 
by the previous Administration. I find 
that this is not easy to do, but let me 
try. The previous Administration wrote 
out of many years of experience in which 
it had gradually developed a large and 
complex series of processes. This Admin- 
istration has been revising these arrange- 
ments to fit the needs of a new Presi- 
dent, but the work of revision is far 
from done, and it is too soon for me to 
report with any finality upon the mat- 
ters about which you ask. It seems to me 
preferable, at this early stage in our 
work, to give you an informal interim 
account in this letter. 


New Process Developing 


Much of what you have been told in 
the reports of the previous Administra- 
tion about the legal framework and con- 
cept cf the Council remains true today. 
There has been no recent change in the 
National Security Act of 1947. Nor has 
there been any change in the basic and 


decisive fact that the Council is advi- 
sory only. Decisions are made by the 
President. Finally, there has been no 


change in the basic proposition that, in 
the language of Robert Cutler, “the 
Council is a vehicle for a President to 
use in accordance with its suitability 
to his plans for conducting his great of- 
fice.” As Mr. Cutler further remarked; 
“a peculiar virtue of the National Secu- 
rity Act is its flexibility,” and “each 
President may use the Council as he finds 
most suitable at a given time.” (*) It is 
within the spirit of this doctrine that a 
new process of using the NSC is develop- 
ing. 

The specific changes which have oc- 
curred are three, First, the NSC meets 
less often than it did. There were six- 
teen meetings in the first six months of 
the Kennedy Administration. Much that 
used to flow routinely to the weekly 
meetings of the Council is now settled in 
other ways—by separate meetings with 
the President, by letters, by written 
memoranda, and at levels below that of 
the President. President Kennedy has 
preferred to call meetings of the NSC 
only after determining that a particular 
issue is ready for discussion in this par- 
ticular forum. 


NSC Only One Instrument 


I know you share my understanding 
that the National Security Council has 
never been and should never become the 
only instrument of counsel and decision 
available to the President in dealing with 
the problems of our national security. I 
believe this fact cannot be overempha- 
sized. It is not easy for me to be sure 
of the procedures of earlier Administra- 


tions, but I have the impression that 
many of the great episodes of the Tru- 
man and Eisenhower Administrations 


were not dealt with, in their most vital 
aspects, through the machinery of the 
NSC. It was not in an NSC meeting that 
we got into the Korean war, or made 
the Korean truce. The NSC was not, 
characteristically, the place of decision 
on specific major budgetary issues, which 
so often affect both policy and strategy

It was not the usual forum of diplomatic 
decision; it was not, for example, a ma- 
jor center of work on Berlin at any time 
before 1961. The National Security Coun- 
cil is one instrument among many; it 
must never be made an end in itself. 
But for certain issues of great moment, 
the NSC is indeed valuable. President 
Kennedy has used it for discussion of 
basic national policy toward a number 
of countries. He has used it both for ad- 
vice on particular pressing decisions and 
for recommendations on long-term pol- 
icy. As new attitudes develop within the 
Administrattion, and as new issues arise 
in the world, the NSC is likely to con-

Careful Records Kept 


Meanwhile the President continues to 
meet at very frequent intervals with the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of De- 
fense, and other officials closely con- 
cerned with problems of national securi- 
ty.

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describe in detail the changes which the 
Department of State has begun to ex- 
ecute in meeting the large responsibili- 
ties which fall to it under this concept 
of administration, It is enough if I say 
that the President has made it very 
clear that he does not want a large 
separate organization between him and 
his Secretary of State. Neither does he 
wish any question to arise as to the 
clear authority and responsibility of the 
Secretary of State, not only in his own 
Department, and not only in such large- 
scale related areas as foreign aid and 
information policy, but also as the agent 
of coordination in all our major policies 
toward other nations. 


“Crushing Burden” On President 


The third change in the affairs of the 
NSC grows out of the first two and has 
a similar purpose. We have deliberate- 
ly rubbed out the distinction between 
planning and operation which governed 
the administrative structure of the NSC 
staff in the last Administration. This 
distinction, real enough at the extremes 
of the daily cable traffic and the long- 
range assessment of future possibilities, 
breaks down in most of the business of 
decision and action, This is especially 
true at the level of Presidential action. 
Thus it seems to us best that the NSC 
staff, which is essentially a Presidential 
instrument, should be composed of men 
who can serve equally well in the pro- 
cess of planning and in that of opera- 
tional follow-up. Already it has been 
made plain, in a number of cases, that 
the President’s interests and purposes 
can be better served if the staff officer 
who keeps in daily touch with operations 
in a given area is also the officer who 
acts for the White House staff in re- 
lated planning activities. 

Let me turn briefly, in closing, to the 
role of the Presidential staff as a whole, 
in national security affairs. This staff 
is smaller than it was in the last Ad- 
ministration, and it is more closely knit. 
The President uses in these areas a num- 
ber of officers holding White House ap- 
pointments, and a number of others hold- 
ing appointments in the National Securi- 
ty Council staff. He also uses exten- 
sively the staff of the Bureau of the 
Budget. These men are all staff officers. 
Their job is to help the President, not 
to supersede or supplement any of the 
high officials who hold line responsibili- 
ties in the executive departments and 
agencies. Their task is that of all staff 
officers: to extend the range and en- 
large the direct effectiveness of the man 
they serve. Heavy responsibilities for 
operatien, for coordination, and for dip- 
lomatic relations can be and are dele- 
gated to the Department of State. Full 
use of all the powers of leadership can 
be and is expected in other departments 
and agencies. There remains a crushing 
burden of responsibility, and of sheer 
work, on the President himself; there 
remains also the steady flow of questions, 
of ideas, of executive energy which a 
strong President will give off like sparks. 
If his Cabinet officers are to be free to 
do their own work, the President’s work 
must be done—to the extent that he 
cannot do it himself—by staff officers 
under his direct oversight. But this is, 
I repeat, something entirely different 
from the interposition of such a staff 
between the President and his Cabinet 
officers. 

I hope this rather general exposition 

may be helpful to you. I have been 
conscious, in writing it, of the limits 
which are imposed upon me by the need 
to avoid classified questions, and still 
more by the requirement that the Presi- 
dent’s own business be treated in con- 
fidence. Within those limits I have tried 
to tell you clearly how we are trying 
to do our job.

“The Army command in the theaters 
will be of corps or army size depending 
upon the requirements of the area. In 
addition to the combat capabilities of the 
divisions assigned, each commander will 
have rockets, missiles and surveillance 
means that will extend his area of influ- 
ence much further than it is today. He 
will have the means to conduct inte- 
grated Army operations—that is, he will 
be able to coordinate all of the forces 
that are committed in support of the 
land battle with the Army elements be- 
ing the central point of the effort. So- 
phisticated logistical support equipment 
will give him the ability to shift his 
forces rapidly. 

“The land battle will be characterized 
by great flexibility regardless of where 
it is conducted—be it mountain, jungle, 
desert or plain. Improved munitions will 
greatly increase the lethality of our fire- 
power and better communications will 
insure positive control for rapid move- 
ment, 


Limited War Emphasis 


“Since limited war is far more likely 
than general nuclear war, we will put 
our major emphasis on enhancing our 
conventional capability. This is not to 





say that the ability to conduct nuclear 
operations will be degraded. We have 
achieved a significant nuclear capability 
in the Army and we must maintain it in 
order to be prepared for nuclear war if 
it does come. However, our most pressing 
requirement is to achieve a degree of 
modernity in the nonnuclear field that 
will give us an appreciably better capa- 
bility against a modern foe. 

“By 1970, we plan to have developed 
the equipment necessary to regain the 
ability to execute highly mobile opera- 
tions. This would be done by a combina- 
tion of means that would break down 
the enemy air defenses, enable us to put 
air power over the enemy’s area and then 
execute quick movements by a combina- 
tion of air and ground vehicles. We will 
counter quantitative superiority with 
qualitative superiority. 

“Lest the impression be left that we 
are going to be prepared only to fight a 
highly modern hostile force, let me say 
that we recognize that the chances of 
fighting an enemy with second-rate equip- 


ment are equally good. Our Army of 1970 | 


will be one with greatly increased oper- 
ational capabilities that can operate in 
any area of the world against any foe, 
regardless of whether he is one with 
highly sophisticated materiel or the guer- 
rilla with the most primitive of weapons.”

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Secretary Stahr Tells The Army He

own duties and obligations.) 


HE Secretary of the Army is somewhat like a quarterback on a football team 


but not one of the T-formation specialists you see in pro-football today— 


not one 


of those pass-throwing crowd-thrillers who look to the bench for the cue for each 
play. He is more like the kind of quarterback most of you remember from the 
Thirties who, having absorbed the instruction and strategy of the coaching staff 

. having worked every day of the season to learn the strengths, weaknesses, 


and assignments of each man on his team... 


having learned to watch for signs 


of weakness in his opponents—went out on the field on Saturdays and called sig- 
nals the best he knew how. And, after calling each play he turned into a block- 
ing back, running interference for the man with the ball. 

I expect to call the signals and run interference for Aimy ball carriers. I'll 
take my instructions from the coaching staff—in my case the President and the 
Secretary of Defense—as any good quarterback would, and I'll call the signals 
which set up the kind of defense or offense I think they want. At that point I'll 


start running interference. 


THE HONORABLE HENRY L. STIMSON, who served with great distinction 
in two separate assignments as Secretary of War, must have had a similar thought 
in mind when he spoke of the civilian Secretary as having a “dual function.” As 
a responsible public official,” he wrote, “it is his duty to insure that the Army 
serves the broad public interest; as the Army’s chief it is his duty to act as the 
defender of the Army against its enemies and detractors.”

Maj. Gen, Sam 


C. Russell, CofS, has focused new atten- 
tion on this combat force. 

“First class soldiers deserve first class 
equipment,” General Russell declared as 
a spokesman for General Guy S. Meloy, 
jr., U.N. Command, U.S. Forces Korea 
and Eighth Army CG. “We have first 
class soldiers, Allied and U.S. We are 
modernizing the equipment of our forces 
in Korea, but the process is too slow. 
There is still too much WWII equip- 
ment in the hands of U.S. and Allied 
forces that need replacement.” 

General Russell warned that “there is 
no room for antiques in modern war. In 
Eighth Army we are just now replacing 
our WWI model machine guns with a 
new model. We hope to be about to re- 
place our pre-WWII M-1 rifles with the 
M-14 rifle,” he reported. 

Turning to supply problems, General 
Russell said that “our present air move- 
ment capability—both tactical and stra- 
tegic— is such that only critical high 
priority items can be moved by air, and 
over 99% of our supplies come to us by 
water.” 

This means, he said, that it takes more 
than 100 days from the time a company

From first page— 
jin any part of the world. 

There is a growing concern in high 
military circles that the Communists 
may seek to apply new pressures else- 
where in the world than Berlin, par- 
ticularly in Southeast Asia. 

At present, Army leaders are worried 
about the lack of adequate backup forces 
in the Pacific. There are two divisions 
tied down in Korea, and the 25th In- 
fantry Division is in Hawaii. Action will 
be taken to strengthen the airborne 
battle group on Okinawa, and to build 
it to the size of an airborne brigade. 

On the family front, authoritative 
sources report that consideration is be- 
ing given to a major evacuation from 
Europe. There are a number of reasons 
why such a plan is under intensive 
study and may be implemented. 

First, the huge overseas deployment 
will strain to the breaking point exist- 
ing housing and other facilities for U. S. 
forces in Europe. 

Secondly, in case hostilities erupt, it 
will be a major problem to safeguard 
the Service families. 

Thirdly, it would seem certain that 
evacuation of U, S. families would be 
an additional psychological factor in 
convincing the Soviet Union that the 
United States means business about its 
intentions to fight, if necessary, to pro- 
tect Free World vital interests. 

The Pentagon is making deployment 
plans under two major categories. One 
is the shipment of small units and in- 
dividual fillers, including the 40,000 an- 
nounced by Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Namara. 

Concurrently, plans have been drawn 
for the deployment of major units, in- 
cluding up to six divisions, by the end 
of the year. 

The arrival in Europe of thousands 
of soldiers will tax port facilities heavily. 
To meet this situation, the Army prob- 
ably will send about 5,600 port special- 
ists to Europe next month or in early 
November. 


Here is the announcement made 9 
September concerning immediate build- 
up plans and the halt of family travel. 

Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara, 
with the approval of the President, has di- 
rected that approximately 40,000 additional 
Regular Army troops be sent to Europe in 
the immediate future to strengthen our com- 
bat and combat-support forces in that theater. 

These reinforcements will bring the 7th 
Army and other United States units com- 
mitted to NATO to full combat strength, and 
will provide additional combat, combat-sup- 


port and logistical units for our Army forces 
in Europe. 
Logistic requirements for this augmenta- 


tion require that transportation of depen- 
dents to Europe be suspended until further 
notice commencing on October 9, 1961. Coun- 
tries included in this suspension are Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, Greece, Italy, Luxembourg, Nether- 
lands, Norway, Portugal, Spain, Turkey and 
the United Kingdom. This suspension is not 
applicable to West Berlin. The suspension 
covers all means of travel. 

The Secretaries of the Military Departments 
have been directed to accomplish the follow- 
ing: 

1. Stop completely on October 9, 1961 
government sponsored travel of dependents 
to Europe. 

2. Discontinue immediately all port calls 
for dependent transportation to Europe. 

3. Cancel authority for concurrent travel 
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of dependents to Europe in all cases where 
the sponsor has not departed from his last 
duty station. 


4. Explain the effect of this suspension to | 


holders of port calls or concurrent travel 
orders and encourage dependents to forego 
travel 
scheduled prior to October 9, 1961. 

5. Advise all sponsors and dependents af- 
fected concerning their entitlements and pro- 
cedures for transportation to selected places 
of residence, and the movement of household 
goods. 

Exceptions to the suspension of travel may 
be made upon recommendation of the Service 
Secretaries or the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 
those instances where the presence of de- 
pendents is in the national interest. 


CHECKMATE II will see 2,000 U:S.- 
based Army, Navy and Air Force partici- 
pating in a NATO exercise this month. 

Participating units include the Ist 
Battle Group, 327th Infantry (Reinforced) 
of the 101st Airborne Division, flown from 
its home base at Ft. Campbell, Ky., to 
Turkey. 

After the exercise, the Battle Group 
will return to the United States by air, 
arriving at Ft. Campbell 24-25 September. 

Approximately 130 TAC planes and 
some 100 MATS aircraft will participate 
in Checkmate II. 

TAC units will be drawn from the 9th 
and 12th Air Forces and placed under 
the 19th Air Force for Composite Air 
Strike Force duty. 

MATS units involved are drawn from 
the Eastern Transport Air Force (EAST- 
AF) and the Western Transport Air Force 
(WESTAF). Three other MATS services, 
the Air Weather Service, Air Rescue Serv- 
ice and Air Photographic and Charting 
Service will participate. 

The exercise will be directed by Ad- 
miral C. R. Brown, USN, CinC of Allied 
Forces Southern Europe, and will in- 
clude naval, ground and air force ele- 
ments of Greece, Italy, Turkey and the 
United States, with Great Britain provid- 
ing units of the RAF. 


SELECTIVE SERVICE was asked to 
provide 20,000 men for the Army during 
October 1961, The September call was 
23,000, up from a once-scheduled 13,000 
impact.

Caribou, Four Other Classes Are Added 
At Ft. Rucker Army Aviation School 


Five courses have been started at the 
Army Aviation School, Ft. Rucker, Ala. 
They include the AC-1 Caribou class, 
the Flight Simulator Operator Main- 
tenance Course, the Single Engine Light 
Transport Airplane U-1A Mechanic 
Course, and the Multi-Engine Command 
Airplane L-23 Maintenance Course. 


The six-week Caribou class enrolled 
eight students from the Ist Aviation 
Company, Ft. Benning, Ga. Plans have 
been made to train 72 Caribou students 
during the current fiscal year. 


Flight Simulator Operator Mainte- 
nance Course will qualify students for 
both rotary wing and fixed wing simu- 
lators. The Department of Advanced 
Fixed Wing Training is conducting this 
course for 18 enlisted students. Seven- 
teen more wil] take the 15-week training 
this fiscal year. 

Another new six week course has 
begun for Flight Operations Specialists. 





There will be 11 candidates in the first 
class, following by 83 others during this 
fiscal year. 

The first of 17 U-1A Otter mechanic 
classes began this summer. Program- 
ming has been established for 167 stu- 
dents, The course lasts three weeks and 
there will be about 10 students in each 
class. An L-23 maintenance course, also 
three weeks long, began in August with 
eight students. Approximately 120 stu- 
dents will undergo this training. Neither 
of the last two courses was taught at 
the U. S. Army Aviation School during 
fiscal year 1961, 

In spite of the increased classes, there 
has been littie change in the total input 
of officer and enlisted students, as com- 
pared to the last fiscal year. The number 
of enlisted men actually trained in the 
Army Aviation School during fiscal year 
1961 was 6,125. The School is currently 
programmed for 6,800 enlisted students 
and 2,093 officers. 


AUSA Hears Secretary Rusk

their own institutions, to control their 
own destinies.” 

Secretary Rusk, an Army veteran of 
WWII, brought to a close week-long 
meetings of the Army Aviation Associ- 
ation and the AUSA, which this year 
chose as its theme: “Global Frontiers of 
the Army.” 

In addition to top-echelon participa- 
tion of U. S. civilian and military lead- 
ers, the AUSA sessions heard briefings 
from military commanders from many 
Allied nations in Europe, Latin America, 
and the Pacific. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense (In- 
ternational Security Affairs) Paul H. 
Nitze, making his first major address to 
a Service group, warned that the cur- 
rent crisis “is broader than Berlin.” He 
told the AUSA audience that “it involves 
a total confrontation of Soviet Bloc ob- 
jectives and those of the non-Communist 
world.” 

In a _ strongly worded presentation, 
Assistant Secretary Nitze said of the 
Berlin situation: 

“The Soviet prime objectives are to 
eliminate the window on Eastern Europe 
represented by Berlin—which they have 
in part accomplished by sealing off the 
Eastern portion of the city—and to com- 
pel at least a de facto recognition of 
the East German state and its present 
boundaries, They wish to undermine the 
Western military presence in West Ber- 
lin and to bring it firmly under the 
thumb of the East Germans and the 
Russians, 

“Speaking personally,” Assistant Sec- 
retary Nitze continued, “I am convinced 
that there is also a much broader Com- 
munist objective involved, of which Ber- 
lin is merely a proving ground. This is 
to impose on the West and on the U. S. 
by the application of threats of force, 
and terror tactics, a psychological de- 
feat by purporting to demonstrate our 
impotence in the fact of the much ad- 
vertised Soviet power. Concurrently, by 
a combination of threats and cajolery, 
they hope to break up the unity of the 
NATO alliance and undermine the will 
of some or all of its members to resist 
the Communist program. If the Com- 
munists were to succeed in these ob- 
jectives, the effects would inevitably be 
felt not only in Western Europe but 
throughout the world—in Indochina, in 





the Far East, in the Near East, in Africa 
and in Latin America, 


“The Soviet decision to resume nuclear 
testing is clearly a part of this scheme 
of intimidation. The timing of the an- 
nouncement was, in effect, a calculated 
thumbing of the nose at the convoca- 
tion of nonaligned nations in Belgrade.” 

Against background of the U. S. and 
Allied military presentations at the meet- 
ing, and Mr. Nitze’s penetrating analysis 
of Soviet intentions, Secretary of State 
Rusk capped the sessions with a ring- 
ing declaration of U. S. desires for peace 
but determination to be strong and uni- 
fied. 

Declaring that “the months ahead will 
be critical months and much will turn 
on the issue of Berlin,” Secretary Rusk 
said: 

“We expect negotiations on Berlin as 
soon as it is apparent that negotiations 
of a serious and constructive character 
can occur. We cannot believe that any 
power could press so dangerous an is- 
sue without full exploration with all 
whose interests and pledges are in- 
volved.” 

Secretary Rusk concluded: 

“If peaceful processes are to succeed, 
they must be given their chance. This 
means that unilateral action taken 
against the vital interests of the free 
world in West Berlin could only court 
disaster. There have been threats and 
implied threats of such action in recent 
weeks, with particular regard to allied 
air traffic into Berlin. These threats have 
been rejected promptly and in the most 
solemn terms by the Western pow- 
eer are 
“It is possible for those who do not 
understand democracy to make a mis- 
take about these matters—by listening 
only to the voices they wish to hear, by 
confusing debate with disunity, by read- 
ing a desire for peace as a willingness 
to yield. These are mistakes which 
Moscow cannot afford and which man- 
kind cannot afford.”

CB WARFARE—As in the case of 
weapons modernization and missile de. 
fenses, the AUSA said the Soviet Union 
is “seriously engaged” in chemical and 
biological warfare. A _ resolution was 
adopted urging “an accelerated program 


of research and development” in the 
U. S. and “a full-scale program ... to 
inform all military personnel of the 
capabilities and nature of chemical- 
biological warfare and to gain for it 
public acceptance and understanding.” 

MUTUAL SECURITY—The Associa- 


tion said “it fully supports the objec. 
tives of the Mutual Security and Military 
Assistance Programs, urges adequate 
funds for their support, and endeavors 
to interpret the need and beneficial re- 
sults to the people of this nation as a 
means to achieve full understanding and 
support for these programs.” 


COLD WAR ACTIVITIES — Noting 
that “increased communist emphasis on 
this form of aggression has caused the 
Army to provide a greater capability in 
this field,” the Association “endorses and 
supports continuing activities to assist 
free nations in countering communist- 
inspired cold war operations. 


ROTC PROGRAM — The Association 
wants ROTC courses raised to college 
level standard, and holds that participa- 
tion during the first two years of at- 
tendance at Land Grant Colleges and 
Universities should be mandatory.” 


CIVIL DEFENSE—AUSA wants ade- 
quate resources and priorities for this 


task, and declares that “should the Army 
be assigned certain civil defense func- 
tions, it be furnished increased funds 


and personnel commensurate with the 
additional workload.” 

RETIRED PERSONNEL — The Asso- 
ciation wants authorization for partici- 
pation by military personnel retired 
after 20 years service in Ready 
Standby Reserve Programs.

ONGRESS has put Service people on the horns of a fiscal dilemma when it 
C comes to according hospitality to a visiting foreign dignitary. 

Military officers often are obliged, in performance of official duties to spend 
their own money to entertain visiting dignitaries, but— except for one class of 
cases—are forbidden to do so by law in an official capacity. 

As a result, many Service officers spend money in their official duties that they 
cannot secure reimbursement for from the Government, and also cannot claim 
as deductions on their income tax returns. 


Section 665(b), Title 31, of the U.S. Code states: “No officer or employee of | 


the United States shall accept voluntary service for the United States or employ 
personal service in excess of that authorized by law, except in cases of emergency 
involving the safety of human life and property.” 

This section, as interpreted by the Internal Revenue Service, puts all unauthor- 
ized entertainment of foreign visitors outside the scope of military duty and makes

This Tax Court ruling is in strict accordance with instructions in the Treasury 
Department’s Publication No. 17, Your Federal Income Tax for Individuals, which 
lists “Military Officers’ entertainment expenses,” non-deductable along with 
“Club Dues for social purposes, Lobbying contributions and expenses, Political con- 
tributions” and “Officers’ club dues.” 

Exceptions to this rule are made in the case of military attaches and other 
officers whose assignments carry an everyday social responsibility with officials of 
foreign governments. In these cases, the officers are reimbursed for their expenses 
at least in part, and they may claim income tax deduction fot them.

Deductions also have been authorized in specific isolated cases which, in some 
ways, are similar to the predicament in which Colonel] Preston found himself. 

In one case, a military officer was in command of a base at which foreign 
dignitaries, departing from White House visits, would wait for their overseas 
transportation home. In the course of his duties, it was necessary for the officer 
to entertain the dignitaries out of his own pocket—and he re@eived full tax de 
duction for these expenses. 

A second case is that of a naval officer appointed Governor of American 
Samoa. He claimed and was allowed his entertainment expenses as income tax 
deductions. 

In this case, Pollack v. Commissioner, 
Court of Tax Appeals) observed that: 

“In making these expenditures petitioner believed he was carrying on his pro- 
fession or business of being a naval officer and the position of Governor of Ameri- 
can Samoa, and upholding the dignity and prestige of the United States. He con- 
sidered that he could not decline invitations from foreign officials nor refuse to 
return them in kind without lowering the dignity of and respect for the United 
States. 

“These expenditures were imposed on him entirely outside his own volition, 
They were an absolutely necessary incident to his position. He could not consist- 
ently with his duties have refrained from making the expenditures.

“If he failed to extend courtesies to a foreign official, he probably would not 
have been demoted, but he would have been liable to being summarily detached 
for failing in official courtesy, his record would have been impaired, and it prob 
ably would have resulted in his loss of future promotion.” 

These three cases are glaring exceptions—rather than the rule 
tax treatment of military entertainment expenses. 


Under current laws and regulations, the IRS allows no deductions for “at home” 
or “calls made and returned” entertainment expenses on the grounds that they? 
are social and personal rather than official expenditures required by the Armed? 
Forces. Z 

Before Colonel Preston’s case, which will probably be cited as a precedent in? 
income tax rulings, some exceptions to the "no-deduction” rule might have been 
possible for military officers. 

These exceptions could be gained only in cases where the military member 
has an official mission to perform and, incidental thereto, in his judgement are re- 
quired certain expenses for entertainment or other items. 

To gain such a deduction, the officer would have to set forth clearly the reasons 
to justify an exception to the general rule and justify that the expenditure is 
essential in the performance of an assigned mission as distinguished from a per 
sonal matter. He would also have had to show that the benefit derived was of an 
official nature and furnish a list of guests, their positions, and their relationships 
to the Armed Forces. 

As a result of Colonel Preston’s case, even such detailed justifications may not 
still be valid.
